The  importance  of  a  Centennial  lies  not  in  the  mere  act  of  the  celebra- 
tion of  a  hundredth  anniversary. 

Shall  we  sit  back  and  congratulate  ourselves  on  being  the  hundredth 
class  to  graduate  from  Stoughton  High  School?  We  had  nothing  to  do 
with  it!  The  Centennial  should  not  be  just  one  mammoth  birthday  party. 
It  should  provide  an  opportunity  to  look  at  the  past.  It  is  also  a  reminder 
to  us  that  we  have  an  obligation  to  look  to  the  future. 

We  can  look  at  the  old  pictures  in  this  section  and  we  can  laugh  at 
the  funny  hair  styles  and  the  strange  clothes.  Laugh,  but  then  stop! 
Think  .  .  .  what  else  besides  these  nostalgic  memories  shall  we  retain 
from  yesterday?  There  were  differences  other  than  strange  styles  be- 
tween our  age  and  those  which  have  preceded  us.  There  were  things 
worth  retaining,  and  there  were  things  that  are  just  as  well  relegated  to 
the  memory  section  of  a  yearbook  and  nothing  more.  Which  of  these 
shall  we  choose? 

What  shall  we  of  today  leave  for  tomorrow?  What  concerns  us  most 
today?

A  Beginning  Shrouded  in  Controversy 
1854    State  requires  every  town  containing  500 
families  to  maintain  a  high  school. 
1858    $800  appropriated  for  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a  high  school.  This  school  was  to  be 
kept   six   months   in  Stoughton  Village  (the 
Centre)  and  four  months  in  East  Stoughton 
(now  Avon.)

called  a  special  meeting  and  the  vote  was 
rescinded. 

1860  Friends  of  the  proposed  high  school 
brought  action  before  the  Grand  Jury  in  July. 
Even  though  the  violation  was  obvious,  the 
court  chose  to  ignore  the  complaint. 

1861  The  advent  of  the  national  catastrophe 
stirred  the  emotions  of  Stoughtonites,  and 
brought  an  end  to  controversy  over  the  high 
school.  The  status  quo  was  preserved  through- 
out the  Civil  War. 

1865  With  the  war  over,  additional  pressure 
finally  succeeded.  The  town  appropriated 
$1500  for  two  schools:  $900  for  Centre,  $600 
for  East  Stoughton.  A  feeble  attempt  to  re- 
scind was  beaten  down. 

In  May,  1865,  Stoughton  High  School  first  as- 
sembled with  24  pupils.  F.  F.  Parker  was  first 
principal;  the  location  was  the  old  Drake  School 
(then  on  Washington  Street  opposite  School 
Street.)

Aaron  Lovell 
assumed  the  high  school  responsibility. 

1871  William  H.  White  was  high 
school  principal.  A  new  set  of  by-laws 
on  truancy  was  enacted. 

1872  The  state  passed  a  law  regulating 
courses  of  study  in  attempt  to  standard- 
ize education. 

^873  A  new  combination  high  and 
'^grammar  school  was  built  on  Walnut 
street.  In  1880,  it  was  named  for  town's 
benefactor,  Lucius  Clapp.  J.  B.  Poole 
was  principal,  followed  by  W.  G.  Crosby. 
1883  The  Stoughton  High  School  As- 
sociation was  formed.  President  was  Dr. 
W.  O.  Faxon;  vice-president,  E.  A. 
Jones;  treasurer,  William  Atherton;  sec- 
retary, Azubah  Capen;  Executive  com- 
mittee: Carrie  Ballon,  Charles  W.  Welch, 
D.  H.  Standish. 

Membership  was  highly  regarded, 
sought  after,  and  welcomed.  It  held  first 
place  in  the  social  life  of  the  town  for 
40  years.  The  high  points  in  Stoughton 
were  the  association  banquet  in  early 
fall  and  the  Reunion  Ball  on  the  Friday 
evening  following  Thanksgiving.

Lack  of  enrollment — particularly  boys! 
1885    Free  textbooks  introduced. 

1890  New  requirements  were  established  for 
admission  to  High  School.  Three  written  exam- 
inations, one  during  each  term  of  the  ninth 
grade  were  required  to  enter  high  school.  A 
report  was  published  in  the  same  year,  deplor- 
ing the  scarcity  of  young  men  in  the  high 
school.  The  high  school  had  only  62  pupils. 

Only  one  student  was  graduated:  Miss  Jennie 
G.  Carpenter. 

(This  scarcity  of  male  attendance  at  the  high 
school  was  to  continue  for  years.  For  example, 
in  1913,  out  of  16  graduates,  13  were  girls  and 
only  3  were  boys.) 

1891  A  new  era  opened  with  a  professional 
superintendent,  and  three  towns  (Stoughton, 
Sharon,  Mansfield)  sharing  the  costs.  Edward 
P.  Fitts  was  appointed  as  superintendent. 

1891  The  report  of  the  new  superintendent 
was  critical.  It  revealed  lack  of  fundamentals: 
language,  spelling,  arithmetic,  were  deficient; 
and  history  and  geography  were  criticized  as 
indefinite. 


1891  School  Committee  voted  tuition  fee  for 
out-of-town  pupils.  The  rate  was  set  at  fifty

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1896-1899 

The  new  Clapp  High  School;  football  starts 
1896    The  high  school  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  January  7. 
It  was  a  complete  loss.  The  school  moved  to  the  Town  Hall.  On 
November  30,  1896,  the  new  Clapp  High  School  opened.  It  cost 
$14,521.01. 

Physical  culture  was  added  to  the  curriculum.  The  gymnasium  was 
in  the  unfinished  attic.  There  was  no  instructor  for  the  boys;  George 
Warwick,  Jr.,  a  senior,  was  the  leader.  The  equipment  consisted  of 
horizontal  bars,  sets  of  dumb  bells  and  Indian  clubs,  spring  board, 
mats,  chest  weights. 

The  first  football  team  was  organized. 

The  results  of  the  course  adopted  in  1890  met  the  approval  of  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners.  The  school  authorities  were  told  that  the 
system  with  a  principal  and  two  assistants  was  necessary  to  retain  the 
rating. 

1898  The  high  school  increased  sessions  to  40  weeks. 
Arthur  D.  Arnold,  M.A.,  was  principal  and  taught  Greek,  Latin, 

and  mathematics;  Bertha  S.  Martin,  B.S.,  taught  Latin,  French,  and 
science;  Anna  L.  Whitehead,  M.E.,  taught  English,  elocution,  and 
physical  culture;  Grace  E.  Southwarth  was  drawing  instructor,  and 
Elizabeth  M.  Cook,  music. 

1899  The  principal,  in  his  report,  rejoiced  at  the  record  registra- 
tions. The  number  of  pupils  was  now  137. 
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1900-1910 

Poor  discipline  in  schools;  Kimball  High  School! 
1900    The  School  Committee  recommended  a  new  high  school.  The 
report  claimed  deterioration  in  scholarship  in  the  lower  grades  be- 
cause of  crowding. 

1902  By  this  time,  the  schools  were  badly  overcrowded.  Discipline 
was  impaired.  There  was  even  conversation  about  closing  the  school 
down  because  of  inability  to  control  the  youngsters.  A  new  school 
was  built  to  relieve  congestion,  and  was  named  for  Henry  C.  Kim- 
ball, for  years  a  member  of  the  school  committee  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

Kimball  High  School  came  into  being  when  Stoughton's  popula- 
tion was  5442.  It  had  19  (one-  and  two-room)  schools  housing  702 
pupils.  The  school  appropriation  was  517,735  and  the  cost  per  capita 
$21.91. 

1903  Kimball  High  School  opened  April  13,  1903.  Louis  G.  Whit- 
ten  was  principal. 

7905  The  Ninth  grade  curriculum  was  revised  to  blend  with  high 
school  courses. 

1906  Principal  H.  R.  Eaton  demanded  a  well-defined  course  of 
study,  claiming  the  elective  system  was  outmoded  and  too  burden- 
some. 

1908  Teacher  salary  averaged  $10  per  week.  The  Superintendent 
asked  for  patience  because  of  the  depression. 

1910  Student  teachers  from  Bridgewater  Normal  School  were  in- 
troduced in  teams  of  three  with  critic.  The  History  of  Stoughton  was 
the  initial  lecture  in  a  series  of  supplementary  lectures  on  practical 
affairs  related  to  town  life.  An  attempt  was  made  to  introduce  an 
industrial  course.  The  plan  was  dropped:  it  was  not  regarded  as 
feasible  here.

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1912-1918 

Football  abolished;  World  War  I 
1912    New  law  passed  for  state  assistance  to  any  high  school  with 
agriculture  departments  of  at  least  15  students.  Growth  of  the  high 
school  demanded  use  of  the  entire  Kimball  Building. 

1915  The  superintendency  for  three  towns  ended.  Supt.  Fitts  resigned 
and  Robert  K.  Bennett  was  appointed  for  Stoughton  only.  The  gram- 
mar school  was  reduced  to  eight  grades,  and  June  24  saw  the  last 
graduation  of  the  old  system's  ninth  grade. 

1916  Sewing  and  mechanical  drawing  were  introduced  as  regular 
subjects.  A  school  savings  bank  started  in  November. 

In  the  fall,  Principal  Stimson  Wyeth  announced  abolition  of  foot- 
ball to  the  school  assembly.  Took  too  much  away  from  academics, 


he  said,  and  besides,  he  had  enough  to  do  without  coaching  the 
team,  a  task  he  would  have  to  assume  since  he  was  the  only  male  on 
the  faculty. 

The  superintendent  begged  the  community  to  provide  a  new  high 
school.  Overcrowding  was  serious.  It  was  many  years  before  the 
community  responded. 

School  gardens  appeared  on  the  scene  as  World  War  I  loomed. 
1917  Stimson  Wyeth  resigned  to  enlist  in  the  Engineers.  John  B. 
Pugsley,  principal,  pointed  to  the  course  of  study  as  extremely  bur- 
densome. The  electives  increased  in  number  every  year.  Credits  for 
conduct  toward  graduation  were  eliminated,  since  society  assumed 
pupils  of  high  school  age  to  be  mature  in  that  respect.

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1919-1928 

The  New  High  School  On  Pearl  Street  is  Dedicated 

1919  R.  E.  Pomeroy  was  principal,  and  Linville  W.  Robbins,  super- 
intendent. The  annual  report  stated,  "The  high  school,  whose  for- 
tunes were  at  such  a  low  ebb  a  few  years  ago,  is  now  much  more 
successful  as  the  highest  part  of  our  educational  system." 

The  enrollment  was  224;  girls  numbered  123,  and  boys  101.  There 
were  nine  teachers  on  the  faculty. 

1920  Principal  Pomeroy  pointed  out  that  he  hadn't  lost  his  interest 
in  athletics  but  his  duties  as  principal  were  being  hampered  because 
he  was  asked  to  coach  baseball  and  basketball. 

Student  enrollment  showed  60%  in  the  commercial  course,  and 
40%  about  equally  divided  between  college,  scientific,  and  general 


courses. 

7922  Football  was  reinstated  with  Ralph  Lehan  as  volunteer  coach. 
The  team  played  two  and  three  times  a  week.  It  won  12  and  lost  2 
(to  the  Brockton  Seconds) 

1923  Dedication  of  the  new  high  school  (the  present  A  Building) 
on  the  site  of  the  former  Bird  property  on  Pearl  Street  took  place  on 
Saturday,  September  8.  Building  and  21  acres  cost  $150,000.  John  W. 
Woods  donated  $10,000  for  a  playing  field. 

7925  Roy  S.  Haggard  is  principal. 

7926  The  Semaphore  noted  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  town  of  Stoughton  with  an  historical  document  listing  all 
graduates  until  that  time. 
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1929-1949 

Depression  and  War  Worries;  Guidance  Introduced 

1929  After  several  years  of  endeavor,  the  school  committee  voted 
to  eliminate  the  shop  department  of  the  high  school  as  inadequate 
and  too  costly. 

1930  Warren  B.  Lyman  is  named  as  new  superintendent.  The  ap- 
propriation for  all  schools  was  $112,322.  A  kindergarten  was  estab- 
lished. A  junior  high  school  (later  named  for  Edwin  A.  Jones)  was 
erected.  Evening  school  was  abolished  in  view  of  little  interest. 

1932  The  kindergarten  closed  after  two  fruitful  years.  Hard  times 
were  at  hand.  Salaries  and  wages  were  reduced  10%  because  of  the 
depression. 

1933  The  "little  red  schoolhouse"  was  on  its  way  out,  as  the 
Atherton  and  Dry  Pond  Schools,  both  in  rural  areas,  were  closed. 

1935  The  school  committee  expressed  its  despair  over  the  problems 
created  by  hard   times  and  rising  costs.  The  government  aided 


through  ERA  and  CWA  projects. 

1939  The  decline  in  school  population  was  noted  in  his  annual 
report  by  Supt.  Lyman.  In  1930  there  were  897  pupils  in  all  schools; 
by  1930  the  enrollment  had  dropped  to  780. 

1944  The  annual  report  pointed  to  effects  of  war  conditions  on 
personnel,  teacher  loss,  priorities.  The  minimum  teachers  salary  was 
raised  by  the  legislature  from  $850  to  $1200. 

1947  After  18  years,  Warren  Lyman  resigned  as  superintendent  of 
schools,  warning  of  a  crisis  in  education  and  almost  total  lack  of 
interest  by  the  people. 

1948  Joseph  Gibbons  was  appointed  new  superintendent  of  schools. 
The  cost  of  operating  the  schools  had  risen  to  $195,981. 

79-^9  The  guidance  program  was  initiated,  with  Aaron  Fink  as  the 
Guidance  Director.  Increased  school  enrollment  brought  about  adop- 
tion of  double  sessions. 


25th  REUNION-CLASS  OF  1930 
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1952-1969 

Double-sessions,  Additions,  and  Cliampionsliips. 

1952  The  high  school  adopted  a  six-year  plan  embracing  grades  7 
to  12.  Two  wings  (the  present  B  Building)  were  added  to  the  school. 

1953  Howard  R.  Randall,  who  served  24  years  (longest  in  school 
history)  resigned  as  principal  because  of  sickness.  Aaron  Fink  was 
named  as  principal.  The  National  Honor  Society  was  inaugurated. 

1954  The  best  football  team  in  the  history  of  Stoughton  High 
School  compiled  a  record  of  8-0-0  under  the  coaching  of  Albert  J. 
"Tuck"  Twomey,  Class  of  1939.  The  record:  Archbishop  Williams  26-0. 
Coyle  33-7,  Braintree  38-13,  Abbington  32-14,  North  Attleboro  24-7, 
Walple  28-6,  Dover,  N.H.,  19-7,  Canton  13-0. 

1955  Another  new  wing  (C)  added  to  the  high  school. 
7959    Thomas  J.  Whalen  assumes  duties  as  principal. 

1964    Graduates  were  still  saddened  at  assassination  of  John  F.  Ken- 


nedy during  senior  year.  Overcrowding  saw  half  on  the  ninth  grade 
remain  in  the  new  Junior  High. 

7965  Double  session  again.  The  ninth  grade  met  in  the  afternoon; 
remainder  finished  school  day  at  noon. 

7966  The  newest  additions  opened.  The  D  and  E  wings  featured  an 
up-to-date  science  wing  with  greenhouse  and  an  auditorium  which 
brought  a  dormant  drama  program  to  life. 

7967  Thomas  Whalen  moved  to  assistant  superintendent;  Dr.  Peter 
J.  Sperandio  became  28th  principal  of  Stoughton  High  School.  The 
baseball  team  won  the  state  Class  B  championship. 

1968  Six  students  were  finalists  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship 
competition;  the  basketball  team  lost  in  a  double  overtime  in  the 
Tech  Tourney  finals. 

7969    A  232-page  yearbook  featured  the  centennial  observation.
